THE SUGAR SHORTAGE 


A letter dated September 4th 


from a prominent business man! And that is all there

“Ten thousand tons of sugar 
left the 
in less than ten days; 
with 5,000 tons for Turkey 
the other with the same puantity 
for another European port. Now 
they have it that the Americans 
have bought up all the sugar we 
had.” 

Ten thousand tons is equal to 
500 carloads. Small 


Canadian west when one out of 
the eight Canadian — refineries 
ships 10,000 tons of sugar across 


the Atlantic, and one-half of it to 
Turkey—of all the countries in 
the world. In view of the diffi- 


culties that had to be overcome 
and the conditions that were 
made regarding the shipment of 
2,000 tons of sugar as a rush or- 
der to the west, one is tempted 
to enquire if the two and one- 
half times as much sent to Tur- 
key was subject to the restric- 
tion that it could only be used in 
preserving BritishColumbia fruit 
in the proportion of four pounds 
of fruit to one of sugar.

2. There was no © shipping 
shortage that prevented sugar 
from reaching Canada. 

The imports of sugar to 
Canada were so much larger than 
usual that the refiners anticipat- 
eda glut of sugar. 

4. Since June Ist sugar 
been shipped out of Canada 
Pyare by the thousand tons. 

The sugar shortage in Can- 
Rs only began after the ship- 
ments of sugar out of Canada 
had been in proeress for some 
weeks. 

6. The prompt agreement 
supply a stated amount of sugar 
at a stated price and on condi- 
tions as to use in western Cana- 
da, proved that the shortage was |

The facts appear to be that the 
Canadian refiners purchased an 
overstock of sugar last winter or 
spring; no doubt in expectation 
of a brisk European demand on 
the proclamation of peace. 
Peace was delayed longer than 
they had expected and they be- 
came anxious to unload their sur- 
plus. The United States refiners 
either had greater foresight or 
greater staying power than the 
Canadian refiners and amde large 
purchases of sugar already held 
in warehouses in Canada by the 
Canadian refiners at a price that 
would clear the Canadian refiners 
but not give them any worth- 
while profit. Then peace 
proclaimed, European trade was 
resumed, and the boom in sugar
